Federal authorities took drastic 


steps. to head off what they believed | 


to be the possible germ of foot and 
mouth disease at the Union stockyards 
yesterday. Two carloads of cattle, ex- 
cepting three calves, shipped her® from 
Kansas City, were slaughtered and im- 
mediately dumped into sealed tanks, 
where they were cooked in live steam 
for four hours. The prompt action is 


believed to havé checked any possible 


danger. 

Rumors spread to every office and 
pen in the stockyards early in the 
morning when federal inspectors dis- 
covered a sick calf in the shipment 
of cattle soon after they had been un- 
loaged. The cattle were consigned to 
the Northwestern Live Stock Commis- 
sion company. 


Recall Previous Epidemic. 
California’s trouble with foot and ' 


which the live stock interests through- | 
out the country have been eyeing for 
several weeks caused stockyards peo- 
ple to become alarmed. They recalled 
the experience and losses suffered in 
the middle west in 1914 and 1915 from 
this dreatied disease.

WHAT THE HOOF AND 
MOUTH DISEASE IS; 
HUMANS CAN CATCH IT 


Washington, D. C., April 19.—The 
dreaded hoof and mouth disease, which 
is ravaging live stock in certain sec- 
tions of California, is a highly com- 
municable malady which, when con- 
tracted by cattle, necessitates their 
immediate slaughter, according to the 
department of agriculture. 

First symptoms of the disease are 
the appearance of small vescicles 
around the mouth and hoags of ani- 
mals and an extremely high fever. An- 
imals afflicted refuse food and rapidly 
lose weight as the vescicles develop 
into ulcers and sores. The malady is 
fatal. 

While the disease is extraordinarily 
contagious among animals, humans are 
rarely known to catch it. In cases 
where it has appeared it has been in 
a mild form. Babies and children are 
most susceptible, but even among them

“My attention has been ralled to an 
editorial article appearing i 1 your issue 
of March 14, and relating to the 
recent credit of not less then $100,000,- 
000 extended by an American banking 
group, headed by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
to the Bank of France. 

“You have, however, if you will al- 
low me to say so, misstated the char- 
acter of this loan. You state that it 
is an operation ‘to lend $1(:0,000,000 to 
France,’ and you proceed io comment 
upon the ‘French debt <«f approxi- 
mately $4,000,000,000' to the United 
States government as if that debt had 
some bearing upon the recnt transac- 
tion. On the contrary, the French 
government has no part in this trans 
action. 

. Reciprocal Credit Favors. 

“Will you permit me to «xplain that 
the Bank of France, the Bank of Italy, 
the Bank of England and other cen- 
tral banks of issue abroad maintain in 
this country various banking accounts 
in order to clear their routii1e business. 

“From time to time, as oi.'\casion may 
require, credit favors ari extended 
from both ends of the lini. The un- 
usual feature of the present credit to 
the Bank of France was not in the 
character of the arrangement, but 
rather in the size and im »ortance of 
it and in the fact that the credit was 
extended at a time when the franc 
had had a serious decline in the ex- 
change market. 

“Perhaps you will recal| that soon 
after the outbreak of the great war 
in September,

market, and this decline was especial- 
ly serious because at that time the 
city of New York had short term ob- 
ligations maturing in London and 
Paris to an aggregate of a) te- 
ly $80,000,000, without means of meet- 
ing such maturities.

Washington, D. C.,* April 19.—[{Spe- 
cial.)}—Important amendments to the 
Packer and Stockyards act are pro- 
posed in a bill reported to the house 
today by the committee on agriculture 
following the appearance before it of 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace. The 
bilm which was reported by Represen- 
tative Haugen [Rep., Ia.], chairman 
of the committee, provides for the sus- 
pension by the head of the department 
of agriculture of market agencies and 
dealers who are subject to the gstock- 
yards act when he finds insolvency or 
“knowing violations” of the law that 
justifies such action, . 

The Haugen bill also requires market 
agencies and dealers to maintain 
bonds. In addition it requires organi- 
gations of marketing agencies that ren- 
der stockyard services, including 
fockage, to extend such services to 
non-members upon reasonable rerula-

If one had a shirt 
for every day in the week, with just 
enough extra ones to go the rounds 
until the laundry came home, a sbirt 
wardrobe was complete. 

Today, with the influx of the fancy 
shirt, a shirt wardrobe is never com- 
plete.

We found him turning out .striped. 


shirts with collars to match by the 
thousands. 

He was full of fancy shirt enthu 
siasm. The blue background shirt 
with white stripes, and a stiff collar 
to match, -is the shirt that is making 
the most sales among/the popular 
priced fancy shirts. But every other 
conceivable color scheme is used in 
the shirts turned out by this concern 
as well as every material used in the 
present day shirt trade. 

Crepe de Chine, broadcloth, jerseys 
shantung, madras, fiber striped ma 
dras, woven madras, percale, pique 
jacquards, mercerized, pongee, oxford, 
poplin, satin stripes, woven silk 
stripes are used. 

Did you ever stop to think about 
the difference between all these mate- 
rials?

EASTER EGGS. 


LL through lent, in former times, 
no good Christian darea to eat 
an egg, and this denial made 
the egg all the more a coveted 

dainty on Easter day; therefore. eggs 
were served in every style at taole, 
and made a prominent token of the 
day and the next day, too in many 
ways. The ancient view of the break 
ing of the egg as a symbol of resur- 
rection can be found today if we look 
for it in matters pertaining to Easter. 

In un-Catholic countries, like old 
New England, the egg began to enter 
the diet in spring time. to a great ex: 
tent, because at this season hens do 
their best work as egg producers. Eggs 
make a far more reasonable luncheon 
dish than a breakfast eatable, and in 
the most conventional and best egg 
cooking of the world—that of France 
—the most conventional of all central 
eatables for a luncheon is the omelet. 

It Requires Skill. 

Egg cookery is simple, so, like other 
cookery of the same sort, it requires 
the highest skill, and that skill is in 
part in the head in the shape of a 
knowledge of what heat does to the 
food stuff called protein, which years 
ago was called albumin, and which is 
so spoken of today when the protein 
mentioned is that of the white of an 
egg. 

Some persons, I am sure, never learn 
to cook an egg because they have 
never had an egg perfectly cooked. 
The slatternly egg cookery one may 
see as one travels about is colossal 
in amour, but then again one may 

rfectly cooked egg in those

—just big engqugh for one egg—with 
sweet herbs seasonings and a sauce 
which is representative of the highest 
type of cookery.

Experiments in Boiling. 

Any one who is really interested in 
egg cookery in a fundamental way, 
not in the mere recipe way, can per- 
haps pick up a copy of that rather old 
book, “ The Chemistry of Cooking,” by 
W. Mattieu Williams. In the chapter 
on the cooking of albumin there is a 
djescription of some wonderfully in- 
teresting experiments in the boiling of 
eggs as well as in the cooking of other 
albumins. Prof. Williams was perhaps 
the first person to give the scientific 
reasons for cooking an egg consider. 
ably short of the boiling point. He 
showed that the white of an egg would 
commence to cook at a temperature 
of 134 degrees Fahrenheit, and may be 
completely coagulated at 160 degrees 
The cooking schools now cook eggs 
thus slowly. Prof. Williams invited 
every one to try cooking eggs in this 
way and then to compare them with 
eggs cooked in water at a boiling tem. 
perature or at 212 degrees. 

Of the white he said, when it was 
cooked in the latter fashion: “It will 
dry, shrink, and become horny. [If 
the heat is carried a little farther it 
will become coriverted into a substance 
which is so hard and tough that a val 
uable cement is obtained by simply 
smearing the edges of the article to 
be cemented with the white of an egg 
and then heating it a little above 212 
degrees.” . 

Cooked in Shell. 

In fancy cookery the egg lends it- 
self to many manipulations, but 4 
hard boiled egg does not mean an egg 
that has been boiled hard, but simply 
one that has been cooked in water 
until firm. One way is to put the eggs 
over the fire in cold water, and allow 
twenty minutes tor that water to come 
to a boil, when the egg will be cooked 
firm enough .o hold its shape when

Scrambled Eggs. 


It takes something of a genivs to 
fry eggs to all sorts of perfection of 
uppearance and edibility. It is consid 
erably easier to cook scrambled eggs 
well because we give then? constant 
attention, stirring them ali the time. 
But we may half ruin them even so. 
If they are overcooked water oozes 
from them, or they curdle. Correctly 
cooked they are a creamy, moist mass. 


This moistness is what makes them. 


susually pleasanter than the omelet 
which is too often dry, much too dry, 
because too much heat has driven all 
the moisture out ot the egg and hard- 
ened the texture. 

Une way to scramble eggs is: To 
each egg add a tablespoon of milk or 
cream and beat up slightly. It is best 
to have both eggs and milk cold. Have 
a little butter in the frying pan just 
hot enough to’sizzle, but not to brown 
before the eggs are put in. Pour in 
the egg, and stir continuously until it 
is a creamy mass which will flow 
slightly when it is poured over toast. 
There will be no need to lower the fire 
if the butter in the pan has been siz- 
zling long endugh to show that it will 
not brown at that temperature. Here 
is cooking to a point, and when that 
point is reached stop abruptly. 

The scrambled egg should be neither 
dry nor horny nor too wet. It takes 
hardly more than a minute to scramble 
a few eggs. 

Seasonii,s for Shirred Eggs. 


Shirred eggs are seasoned with 
sauces and pas.es of many dainty 
sorts, and Jend themselves to this type 
of seasoning better than eggs cooked 
any other way. A seasoning of pi- 
mento and cream makes an ornate 
preparation. At Easter time asparagus 
tips and other fresh bits of green are 
often added *~ the white sauce in 
which eggs «:e shirred to make a dish 
suggestive of the season. Even lettuce 
cooked and made into a’ paste makes 
an excellent bed for shirred eggs. Or 
the little dish may be buttered and 
lined with spinach before the egg is 
put in.

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They must have an historical or 
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a list of over a hundred of these vestigial structures, and 
ssietians this number is perhaps too high there is ‘no doubt 
that the list is long. In the inner upper. corner of the eye 
there is a minute tag—but larger in some races than in 
others—which is the last dwindling relic of the third eyelid, 
used in cleaning the front of the eye, which most mammals 
possess in a large and well developed form. It can be easily 
seen, for instance, in ox agd rabbit. In man and in monkeys 
it has become a useless vestige, and the dwindling must be 
associated with the fact that the upper eyelid is much more 
mobile in man and monkeys ‘than in the other mammals. 
The vestigial third eyelid in man is enough of itself to prove 
his relationship with the mammals, but it is only one example 
out of many. Some of these are discussed in the article deal- 
ing with the human body, but we may mention the vestigial 
muscles going to the ear trumpet, man’s dvwindling counter- 
part of the skin twitching muscle which we gee a horse use 
when he jerks a fiy off his flanks, and the short tail which 
in the seven weeks old human embryo is actually longer 
than the leg. Without committing ourselves to a belief in 
the entire uselessness of the vermiform appendix, which 
‘grows out as a blind alley at the junction of the small intes- 
tine with the large, we are safe in saying that it is a dwin- 
dling structure—the remains of a blind gut which must have 
been capacious and useful in ancestral forms. In some mam- 
mals, like the rabbit, the blind gut is the bulkiest structure 
in the body, and bears the 
vermiform appendix at its far , 
end. In the appendix alone * 
is left, and it tells its tale, It is 
interesting to notice that it is 
uauslly longer in the orang than 
in man, and that it is very varia- 
die, as dwindling structures tend 
to be. One of the unpleasant 
expressions of this yariability is 
the liability to go wrong: hence 
appendicitis. Now, these vestigial 
structures are, as Darwin said, 
like the unsounded—i. e., func- 
tionless—letters in words, such 
as the “o” in “leopard,” the “b” 
in “doubt,” the “g” in “reign.”

In his individual development, man does in some measure 
climb up his own genealogical tree. Stages in the develop- 
ment of the body during its nine months of ante-natal life are 
closely similar to stages in the development of the anthropoid 
embryo. Babies born in times of famine or siege are some- 
itmes, as it were, imperfectly finished, and sometimes have 
what may be described as monkeyish features and ways. A 
visit to an institution for the care of children who show ar- 
rested, defective,-or disturbed development leaves one sadly 
impressed with the risk of slipping down the rungs of the
